H is E ntire F ront C ontinues to A d­ 
vance to Meet th e A rm ies of 
G eneral Oyam a. 


W hile General K uropatkin has con­ 
tinued to advance his entire front 
against the arm ies of Field Marshal 
Oyama, he has not met with any for­ 
midable opposition. 
H ow e.er, the ex­ 
pectation is that a battle of magnitude 
m ust be fought within a few days 
It is believed that the Japanese will 
make a stand at Liao Yang. 
Several 
positions east of th at place have been 
abandoned by the Japanese. 
At St. Petersburg it Is surmised that 
Field Marshal Oyama’s forces have 
been weakened by the dispatch of 
troops to aid General Nogi in reduc 
ing Port Arthur, and th at this eondi 
tion has afforded General Kuropatkin 
an opportunity to recover ground lost 
during the month of August.

DEVELOPMENTS AWAITED 


Decisive Battle Cannot Now Be Far 
Off, It is Thought. 
St. Petersburg, Oct. 11.—A battle 
upon which the fate of this year's cam­ 
paign in M anchuria depends seems 
only a few days ahead. 
Advices are 
meager. 
All that is positively known 
officially Is that General Kuropatkin 
has cast the die at last, about-faced 
his arm y and Is m arching resolutely 
against the enemy as if resolved to do 
or die. 
According to unofficial re­ 
ports Field Marshal Oyama at the first 
sign of Kuropatkin taking the offen­ 
sive, began drawing in his line and 
concentrating upon fortified positions 
north of Liao Yang. 
According to the 
latest reports from Mukden the Jap­ 
anese outposts are being driven in all 
along the line. 
The strategy of the 
forward movement will be concealed, 
as were the preparations for the ad- 
to^ deckle which was the more j vance, so that all surm ises as to where 
General K uropatkin Intends to strike 
are mere guesswork. 
It is not clear 
w hether General K uropatkin contem ­ 
plates a blow on the left, center or 
right of the Japanese army, but the 
fact that stress is laid upon the cap­ 
ture of Bentslaputze, which opens the 
road and fords to Bensihu, twenty 
miles east of Liao Yang, where Gen­ 
eral Kuroki crossed, and that Cossacks 
are already reported in the neighbor- 
hod of the stream , might foreshadow 
an exact reversal of the battle of 
Liao Yang, this tim e the Russian com­ 
m ander flanking and 
turning Liao 
Yang with his left as Field Marshal 
Oyama did with his right. 
L ittle light has been thrown upon 
the considerations which led General 
Kuropatkin suddenly to assum e the 
offensive; but no word is heard at the 
war office intim ating that the course 
savors of rashness. 
Officers of the 
general staff, while not underestim at­ 
ing the heavy task and severe sacri­ 
fices that are involved in assuming 
the offensive, neverthless express ab­ 
solute confidence that Genera! Kuro­ 
patkin has found a weak point in the 
Japanese armor. 
Different explana­ 
tions abound as to the reason for m ak­ 
ing the forward movement at this 
time. 
The advance Is attributed to a 
realization by General Kuropatkin of 
the difficulty the Japanese have en­ 
countered in making good their losses 
at Liao Yang and replenishing their

score of other fam ilies, locating in 
the vicinity of Fort V allonia, then the 
only settlement of importance nearer 
than Vincennes. 
Game was then plentiful, and In­ 
dian raids of frequent Qoccarrence. 
James McAfee once fought two In­ 
dians over the possession of a deer 
which McAfee 
had killed with his 
ride. 
McAfee decided the dispute by 
shoulderiog the ceer and retreading 
backward, fighting off the Shawnees 
with his tomahawk, and 
menacing 
them with his rifle. 
This took place 
on the W eathers farm, east of V al­ 
lonia, and ODe of the Weathers boys, 
hearing the sound of battle, went to 
McAfee’s assistance.

Med, and tne settlers returned to their 
homes each with a portion of the hard- 
earned vension. 
This occurred in 
1810. 


in 1*11 Robert Weathers, father of 
John aod Has Weathers, was born in 
the fort at Vallonia, whither the sett­ 
lers had sought safety from a threat­ 
ened outbreak of the Indians.

the fort was removed to Brownstown 
R >Lert Weathers followed it with bis 
family, and where hr remained until 
his death in 1850.
